The second session of the Finy-AIth 
Congress, which adjourned sine die on j 
July 8 after a term of service beginning 
on Dec. 8, 1897. transacted as much! 
business, adjusted as many matters of 
diapute, provided es much required leg-! 
islatlon. and did all this with as little 
friction and controversy ns any prev¬ 
ious Congress in the country's history, 
perhaps. 

The Thirty-eighth Congress, aome- 
tlmss called the last war Congress was 
In session from Dec. 7. 1863. to July 4. 
1864. and from Bee. C. 1864, to March 
4, 1865, In all £89 days, lesa than cither 
of its Immediate predecessors, and teas 
than the succeeding three Congresses, 
Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, and Porty-flrst. 
During the Thirty-eighth Congress, 
however, notwithstanding Its relatively, 
brief session, more publkc business j 
gained attention than at any Congress - 
since. The appropriations tor the 
year 1866 Included 11,030,080,600 for 
war expenses, and 1123.000,000 for 
naval expeesee—an 1 amounted to a to¬ 
tal of nearly 88,060,000.000 In one year. 
Relatively few bills were Introduced, 
hut those which secured attention were 
important. Few matters obtained pro¬ 
tracted attention. In the presence of 
a national emergency prompt consider¬ 
ation was given to measures requiring 
Congressional action, and there were 
no unnecessary delays. 

The Fiftieth Congress, on the other 
bond, held during the yean 1885 and 
1889. was s protracted affair, though 
the country was st that period at peace 
erd enjoying material conditions which 
Esquired little Congressional action. 
The Oral session of the Fiftieth Con- 1 
frees adjourned on Oot f0 - ,’ 18S8. after 
the longest continuous session ever 
held by an American Congress up to 
that time. 821 days. During this first 
session. 3.640 bills were introduced In 
the Senate, and 11.698 bills tn the 
House. The second aeerion of the 
Fiftieth Congress stopped only by sta¬ 
tutory limitation on March 4. 1889. and 
there was no lack of bills offered and 
of measures discussed, though few of 
them were of great Importance. One .
